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Campus  linked  to  future 


Students  gather  research 


Telecommunications  system  is  on-line

Thciclccoramunicaiionsyslcms  a!  Loyola 
have  been  upgraded  and  broadened  over  ihc 
summer  provided  by  funds  ihrough  the  Class- 
room of  the  Fbiuiu  gram.  Ricully  and  students 
now  have  access  to  new  phone  and  computer 
systems  and  cable  television. 

According  to  John  McFaddcn,  direc- 
tor of  Information  Services  and  an  assistant 
professor  of  Information  Systems  and  Deci- 
sion Sciences,  950,000  feet  (180  miles)  of 
cable  were  irtsiallcd  and  l.l  tnilcsof  the  cam- 
pus weredug  up  to  equip  the  college  with  over 
2,000  phones  and  22,000  outlets. 

SiudcnLs  will  be  provided  with  the 
Rnimphonc  features,  connection  to  data  net- 
works and  the  library,  voice  mail,  and  educa- 
tional television,  explained  McFbddcn.  Phone 
service  includes  unlimited  on-campu.s  calls 
and  SO  local  calls  per  month.  Although  calling 
cards  can  be  used,  stated  McFhddcn,  a private 
authorization  code  is  ncccs-sary  for  long  di.s- 
lancecalls.McFaddcnsaidthatitisihcstudcni's 
responsibility  to  advise  Student  'Iblccommu- 
nlcaiions  if  they  have  not  received  a bill  by  the 
1 5lh  of  each  month.  The  students'  bill  of  SlOO 
pcrscrncsicrcovcTslhissyslcm’smaimcnancc, 
wages  for  the  workers,  fees  to  cable,  useof  the 
icicphonc.  plus  longdistance  usage, explained 
McFaddcn. 

The  Roimphoncs,  whichatc  installed 
in  every  bedroom,  have  u vnnciy  of  features: 
camp-on  (calls  you  back  when  a busy  cxicn- 
sionyoudl.ilcdbccomesfrecy.eontbrcncccall, 
hold,  change  ring  tone,  park  (transfers  acall  lo 
another  extension),  and  save,  call  wailing  and 
repeat  (redial). 

According  to  McFaddcn.  problems 


wiihihcphoncsystcmdidoccurduring  the  first 
week  of  school.  He  explained  that  some  calls 
from  outside  the  campus  were  not  being  con- 
nected because  these  outside  parties  would 
hear  a busy  signal  even  though  Ihc  numbers 
they  were  dialing  were  not  in  use.  Students 
dialing"6110"  were  alsogciiinga  busy  signal. 
McFaddcn  slated  that  Loyola  was  lold  by  the 
phone  company  that  the  lines  used  during  Ihc 
day  would  be  sufficicni  for  the  night  as  well; 
however,  the  siudenLs  were  using  the  phones 
three  limes  as  much  during  the  night  as  they 
were  during  the  day.  This  was  a blocking 
problem,  explained  McFaddcn,  because  the 
campus  did  not  have  enough  trunk  lines  con- 
necting the  campus  to  outside  lines.  The  prob- 
lem wa.s  solved  on  September  IJ,  McFaddcn 
added,  when  the  phone  company  supplied  Ihc 
campus  with  more  lines. 

Presently,  students  should  receive  32 
channels;  an  additional  8 will  be  added  later  on 
pluslhctwo  Loyola  Evcnlschannclswhich  will 
schedule  events  at  Ihc  college  and  eventually

■I\vclvc  Loyola  siudcnisspcmthcirsum- 
mers  ihis  yearengaging  in  research  projecis  under 
Ihc  supervision  of  a faculty  member.  They  were 
afforded  Ihis  opportunity  as  recipiems  of  Edward 
S.  Hauber,  DJ.  Research  Fellowships. 

Last  semester  science  and  math  majors 
who  met  the  minimum  requirements  of  junior  or 
senior  status  in  ihc  fall  of  1992  and  a QPA  of  3.5 
applied  for  a fellowship.  According  lo  Dr.  Timo- 
thy McNccsc,  chairman  of  the  chemistry  depan- 
mem and  coordinator  of  the  program,  the  bcsi 
students  fromeachofthedcparimums;  chemistry, 
physics,  math  sciences,  biology,  engineering  sci- 
ences and  computer  science,  were  chosen. 

The  awardees  were  igned  a faculty 
advisor  and  given  a S2. 100  stipend  for  ten  weeks 
of  work-  The  students  were  required  to  submit  a 
report  following  guidelines  for  a scienlinc  paper 
as  well  as  lo  present  a seminar  with  their  advisor 
for  the  other  Hauber  Fellows  and  faculty  mem- 
bers. They  will  give  a presentation  to  students 
during  the  school  year. 

McNeesc,  who  was  assisted  in  summer 
research  by  Penny  Volcjak.coitsiders  this  lo  be  an 
cxecllcm  opportuniiy  for  undergraduates,  li  is  a 
"spring  board  to  graduate  school"  and  serves  to 
"expose  an  undcrgraduaic  loa  true  research  envi- 
ronment." said  McNecse.  Siudcnt.s  were  able  to 
utilize  the  more  suphisiiealed  research  labs. 

Randy  Hofmann,  a biology  major  who 
assisted  Dr.  Charles  Graham,  professor  of  biol- 
ogy, agrees  lhai  it  was  a valuable  cxpencnce. 
Hofmann  aided  Graham  in  taking  images  of  preg- 
nant femalesofaparticul  arspeciesof  shark.  Their 


research  was  conducted  at  faciliiies  ai  The 
Johns  Hopkins  University  Hospiial  inconjurK- 
lion  wiih  Ihc  Umveisily  of  Delaware  College 
of  Marine  Science  in  Lewis,  Delaware  and  the 
Naiional  Aquanum.  "The  program  gives  siu- 
dents  experience  at  ihe  professional  level,  and 
ihcy  can  sec  exactly  how  ihesciemific  process 
works,"  said  Hofmann. 

Hofmann  accredits  to  his  role  as  a 
Hauber  Fellow  the  learning  of  two  important 
lessons. "Nothing  works  ihc  first  time,  and  ii  is 
not  always  a failed  project  when  you  don't  get 
what  you  want."  According  to  Hofmann  the 
program  also  helped  him  develop  problem 
solving  skills  in  research,  improve  his  knowl- 
edge of  writing  a formal  research  paper  and 
gave  himcxperiencc  "presenting  myselfin  the 
nrofessionalwortdwiih  the  work  I was  doing." 

The  fellowship  was  named  after  late 
chairman  andprofessorofchemisiry  at  Loyola, 
Fr.  Hauber.  Fr.  Hauber  established  the  first 
fund  for  summer  student  research  with  a fac- 
ulty member  which  gave  students  a stipend. 
After  his  death  and  the  renaming  of  the  pro- 
gram after  Fr.  Hauber.  alumni  and  oibcrs  con- 
mbuiedio  Ihc  fund  so  ihaiii  could  beexpanded 
to  all  of  the  sciences,  said  McNeesc.  Ii  is  also 
supplemented  with  faculty  research  awards. 

McNeesc  feels  the  program  has  been 
"very  successful."  Hofmann,  as  well,  recom- 
mends i(io~anysiudem  imeresiedin  graduate 
programs."  Other  Hauber  Fellows  for  1992 
were  Charles  MeVfcy  and  Ryan  Newcomer  in 
Physics;  Donald  Moss  and  Scoii  Shannon  for 
Mathematical  Sciences;  Rajesh  Mehia  and

The  Cardin  Chair,  a visiting 
chair  ihat  rotates  throughout  the  hu- 
manities department,  has  been  granted 
to  Dr.  Reed  Way  Dasenbrock. 

Dasenbrock,  who  works  in  the 
English  department,  is  teaching  the 
“Empire  Writes  Back”  and  “Under- 
standing Literature”  this  semester.  The 
“Empire  Writes  Back”  is  a new  course 
at  the  college  which  focuses  on  the 
multicultural  literature  of  Africa.  Asia, 
and  the  West  Indies. 

In  the  spring  semester, 
Dasenbrock  will  be  involved  with  a 
faculty  development  seminar  on 
multiculturalism.  “Faculty  in  the  hu- 
manities department  will  get  together 
and  form  a reading  group.”  explained 
Dasenbrock.  “It  is  a literary  study  on 
how  an  English  department  corresponds 
to  developments”  on  multicultural  is- 
sues. added  Dasenbrock.  He  will  also 
be  leaching  “Renaissance  Poetry”  as  an 
upper  level  English  course. 

Dasenbrock  explained  that  as 
he  teaches,  he  enjoys  "learning  from 
the  students."  He  encourages  discus-

The  book  ccnlralizes  on  ( 
interviews  with  multicultural  writers  | 
who  use  English  as  a second  language. 


“What  they  wrilc  about,  context,  and 
who  Ihcy  write  for"  arc  covered  in  the 
interviews,  explained  Dasenbrock. 

Born  in  Detroit.  Michigan. 
Dasenbrock  studied  at  McGill  in 
Montreal,  Canada.  Dasenbrock  re- 
ceived a Bachelor  of  Philosophy  at 
Oxford,  England,  where  he  did  his  post 
graduate  studies.  Several  years  later, 
DasenbriKk  earned  a Master's  degree 
and  Ph.D.  in  English  at  The  Johns 
Hopkins  University  in  Baltimore,  Mary- 
land. Prior  to  arriving  at  Loyola. 
Dasenbrock  taught  English  at  New 
Mexico  Stale  University. 

“The  requirements  arc 
different. ..there  is  a different  mindset" 
at  each  of  the  universities  "where  I 
aiicnded,"  explained  Dasenbrock.  but 
“I  learned  a lot  by  being  in  different 
kinds  of  institutions,  public  and  pri- 
vate." 

Baltimore  is  not  foreign  to 
Dasenbrtx/k.  While  he  was  studying  at 
Hopkins,  Dasenbrock  was  aparl-iimc 
adjunct  professor  in  the  English  de- 
partment.

menied  Dasenbrock. 

The  Cardin  Chair  is  established 
through  a grant  by  the  Cardin  family 
of  Baltimore  who  provides  funds  fora 
visiting  professor  roughly  every  other 
year,  explained  Dr.  Gregory  Jones, 
professor  of  Theology.  The  depart- 
ment of  humanities  sends  out  adver- 
tisements and  invites  various  profes- 
sors to  apply  for  the  chair.  The  Cardin 
family  may  also  suggest  names  of  vis- 
iting professtirs.  Recommendations  arc 
made  to  the  Cardin  family  and  the 
dean  of  the  department  which  will 
house  the  chair  and  eventually  a pro- 
fessor is  chosen  to  (each  at  Loyola. 

The  Cardin  Chair  allows  for  a 
“different  set  of  perspectives  on  the 
campus."  slated  Dasenbrock.  Since 
Loyola  has  a smaller  amount  of  fac- 
ulty compared  to  larger  universities 
and  colleges,  the  chair  creates  “new 
faces  in  the  departments"  and  “ener- 
gizes the  college  to  a great  effect  by 
bringing  indifferent  people  in  a differ- 
ent amount  of  time."

Spotlight  on  Goal  Seven 

Diversity  plan  focuses  on  eight  areas  of 
improvement  for  the  campus  community

Diversity  and  Loyola  College 
will  be  discussed  at  several  open  meet- 
ings held  this  week.  The  Multicultural 
Affairs  Committee  and  the  Dcparlmenl 
of  Multicultural  Affairs  has  developed 
a Plan  for  Diversity  focusing  on  Goal 
SevcnofthcCollege’s  Strategic  plan  to 
include  diversity  in  all  aspects  of  the 
college. 

Goal  Seven  has  three  main  ar- 
eas of  implementation  including  re- 
cruitment of  students,  faculty  and  ad- 
ministrators and  staff  of  color,  reten- 
tion orstudcnls,  faculty,  administrators 
and  staff  of  color,  and  education  fo- 
cused on  increasing  sensitivity  and 
understanding  differences.  These  goals 
focus  initially  on  African  Americans, 
said  Dr.  Pamela  Paul,  director  of 
Multicultural  Affairs. 

The  specific  goals  of  the  Diver- 
sity Plan  lo  achieve  this  Goal  Seven 
have  been  .approved  by  Ihc  College 
Council.  Now,  according  to  Paul,  Ihe 
College  Council  wants  to  give  the  fac- 
ulty and  the  entire  community  it  chance 
to  comment  before  approving  the  ob- 
jectives. 

The  dialogues  will  be  held  on 
Tuesday,  September  22  at  noon  until 
l:30p.m,  and  Friday.  September  25 
from  1 1:30  a.m.  lo  I p.m.  in  the  VIP 
Lounge. 

The  eight  goals  that  the  Diver- 
sity Plan  objectives  are  focused  on  in- 
clude: Admissions/Financial  Aid,  Per- 
sonnel, Student  Retention,  Community 
Outreach,  Academic/Curriculum.  Cam- 
pus Awareness,  Research,  and  Devel- 
opment, 

For  example,  one  goal  is  to 


“Increase  the  retention  of  African 
American,  Asian  American,  Hispanic 
American  and  Native  American  stu- 
dents at  Loyola.”  The  objectives  in- 
clude the  Stan  of  mentoring  programs, 
leadership  programs,  a bridge  program, 
an  advising  program,  to  educate  the 
campus  about  different  cultures,  and  lo 
establish  a scholarship  program  for 
minority  students. 

Objectives  and  programs  under 
the  goal  of  Community  Outreach  in- 
clude a partnership  with  the  Druid  Hill 
Y.M.C.A  which  Paul  described  a.s  a 
predominantly  black  Y.M.C.A.  in  Bal- 
timore. a partnership  with  regional  his- 
torically black  colleges,  and  a partner- 
ship with  St.  Francis  Academy. 

Some  of  the  objectives  arc  al- 
ready programs  in  place  at  Loyola. 

Paul  staled  that  it  is  a plan  for 
five  years  and  is  for  the  entire  college, 
noljusi  the  Department  of  Multicultural 
Affairs  or  the  Multicultural  Affairs 
Committee.  The  Multicultural  Affairs 
Commillecwill  be  chaired  by  Paul  and 
is  composed  of  eight  sub-committecs 
led  and  directed  by  a Steering  Commit- 
tee. 

Although  the  plan  focuses  ini- 
tially on  /African  American  students,  it 
will  be  broadened,  explained  Paul.  The 
Plan  slates  that  it  will  center  on  "a 
broad  definition  of  diversity  as  de- 
scribed in  the  College's  Diversity  State- 
ment which  includes  differences  based 
on  race,  gender,  ethnicity,  national  ori- 
gin, culture,  sexual  orientation,  reli- 
gion, age.  and  disabilities.” 

Paul  stated  that  “after  the  ob- 
jectives are  approved  by  the  College 
Qjuncil,  their  development  will  go 
through  the  other  approval  priKcsscs

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curriculum 
under  debate 
by  Faculty 
Senate

After  two  years  of  debate,  the 
Curriculum  Committee  which  is  re- 
spon.sible  for  reviewing  and  modify- 
ing Loyola’s  core  requirements  pul 
forth  suggestions  concerning  the 
core’s  revision  lo  the  Faculty  Senate. 

Thecommiiicc.  chaired  by  Dr. 
Gregory  Derry,  professor  of  Physics, 
consi-sisorprofessors,  administrators, 
and  four  sludcnLs. 

Last  April,  the  committee  is- 
sued a report  of  recommendations  for 
the  core’s  revision  to  the  entire  fac- 
ulty. The  report  suggested  the  addi- 
tion of  a fine  arts  requirement  and  the 
limitation  of  core  courses  to  the  lOO 
and  200  level. 

The  report  also  propi'sed  that 
"(he  present  requirement  of  restricted 
[non-area]  electives  should  he 
changed  lo  a requirement  of  non-dc- 
porlmental  electives."  The  current 
policy  concerning  students,  accord- 
ing to  the  report,  “docs  not  allow 
students  to  explore  the  quite  diverse 
subject  offering  in  their  own  area." 
Additionally,  the  committee  decided 
that  at  “least  one  common  text  {kt 
course  should  he  studied  in  all  sec- 
tions" which  would  pttssibly  “pro- 
mote consistency  in  lhasc  sections.” 

"There  is  a lot  ol  ferment  and 
debate  [about  the  pre^pasats].  It  is  cur- 
rently a discutaion,  no  decisions  have 
been  made."  emphasized  Derry.

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Career  Development  offers  a program  for  Career  Assistants

Students  who  are  interested  in 
helping  other  students  develop  career 
aspirations  and  goats  arc  encouraged  to 
apply  to  the  Career  Assistants  Program 
offered  by  the  Career  Development  and 
Placement  Center. 

Career  assistants  work  roughly 
3 to  5 hours  a week,  and  perform  a 
variety  of  different  tasks  such  as  con- 
ducting workshops,  developing  indi- 
vidual projects,  and  interacting  with 
employers  and  alumni,  explained  Mary 
DeMan-S.s,  recruitment  specialist  and 
career  advisor.  To  be  considered  for  an 
assistant  position,  applicants  must  have 
sophomore  status  and  maintain  a 2.5 
grade  point  average. 

The  program  “helps  other  stu- 
dents” and  in  the  process,  enables  ca- 
reer assistants  to  “learn  more  about 
themselves,”  explained  DeManss.  She 
added  that  career  assistants  “act  as  a 
liaison  from  our  office  to  the  student 
body"  who  give  us  “valuable  feedback 
on  our  program.”  The  career  assistant 
program  also  leaches  qualifying  appli- 
cants to  learn  leadership  and  improve 
communication  skills  as  well  as  in- 
crease their  own  career  awareness. 


which  will  hopefully  be  carried  by  (he 
students  as  they  look  for  jobs  laleron  in 
their  lives,  slated  DeManss. 

Erin  McCormick,  a third  year 
career  a.ssistant.  explained  that  the  pro- 
gram began  three  years  ago  with  only 


three  or  four  members,  and  has  slowly 
worked  its  way  up  from  there.  Many  of 
her  jobs  include,  “coordinating  job 
fairs  on  campus  with  Tbwson  Univer- 
sity, running  workshops,  and  talking  to 
different  clubs." 


Individual  appointments,  made 
mostly  by  freshmen,  arc  set  up  with 
McCormick  who  works  with  them  on  a 
computer.  “What  I do  is  run  through 
the  Discover  program,”  stated 
McCormick.  “The  Discover  program 


consists  of  a number  of  tests  involving 
the  person’s  interests.”  After  the  re- 
sults are  uncovered,  the  students  are 
then  matched  up  with  possible  majors, 
and  a field  that  the  person  might  excel 
in,  based  upon  these  results. 

“I  like  working  directly  with 
students.  I feel  like  I am  helping  them. 
Sometimes  they  feel  more  comfortable 
talking  to  a student  first,  rather  than  to 
one  of  the  counselors,”  expressed 
McCormick. 

In  addition  to  the  Career  Assis- 
tants Program,  the  Career  Develop- 
ment and  Placement  Center  introduced 
a new  mentoring  program  to  Loyola. 
McCormick  explained  that  a “Loyola 
alumni  will  bepaired  with  current  stu- 
dents in  the  same  field.”  Students  ma- 
joring in  psychology,  pre-law,  and 
medicine  will  be  able  to  receive  first- 
hand information  regarding  their  per- 
spective major,  and  also  get  a feel  for 
the  job  that  they  someday  may  acquire. 

Applications  for  positions  as 
career  assistants  can  be  picked  up  at  the 
Career  Development  and  Placement 
Center  located  in  Beatty  Hall  220.  The 
I deadline  for  applications  is  on  Friday, 
' September  25.  For  more  information, 
contact  DeManss  at  extension  2232.

during  the  semester  to  comment  on 
the  committee’s  report.  Then  the 
committee  will  revise  its  proposal 
for  the  Faculty  Senate’s  final  vote 
sometime  this  spring.  If  the  vote  by 
the  senate  is  affirmative,  then  the 
College  Council  will  make  the  final 
decision  on  the  core  curriculum. 

“The  biggest  problem  in  the 
core  is  that  students  don't  seem  to 
perceive  it  as  a coherent  educational 
process.”  slated  Derry.  He  added 
that  “it’s  not  having  the  effect  we 
wanted  it  to  have,  but  I hope  that  our 
proposals  improve  it.” 

Fortin  said  that  although  it 
was  not  included  in  the  report,  a 
second  natural  science  requirement 
was  discussed.  Furthermore,  the 
committee  in  conjunction  with  the 
department  of  Multicultural  Affairs 
is  currently  in  the  early  stages  of 
designing  a core  course  dealing  with 
ethnic  diversity.  The  two  groups  are 
also  considering  the  development  of 
a multicultural  minor  in  the  1995-96 
academic  year. 


New  list  of  countries  joins  study  abroad  program  for  92-93

Study  abroad  is  an  opportunity 
for  Loyola  students  to  expand  their 
educational  horizons  by  living  and  at- 
tending classes  in  a foreign  country. 
Thi.s  year,  the  college  offers  programs 
in  Bangkok,  Thailand;  Leuven,  Bel- 
gium; Rio  dc  Janeiro.  Brazil; 
Rotterdam,  the  Netherlands;  and  other 
programs  throughout  the  world. 

The  exchange  programs  final- 
ized this  summer  differ  from  Loyola’s 
study  abroad  programs  lo  Bangkok  and 
Leuven  in  that  Loyola  directors  are  not 
prc-scni  in  the  exchange  country,  Loyola 
scholarship  money  docs  not  apply  to- 
ward the  program,  and  only  credits  (not 
grades)  transfer,  explained  Joseph 
Healy,  associate  director  of  Advising. 
Furthermore,  these  programs  are 
smaller,  entailing  an  exchange  with  the 
foreign  country  of  about  four  or  five 
students. 

Students panicipaling in  the  Rio 
dc  Janeiro  program  will  study  at  a Je- 
suit inslilulion  while  living  with  a bi- 
lingual Brazilian  family.  One  obstacle 
of  the  program  is  that  Brazilians  speak 
Portuguese,  not  Spanish,  aimmenicd 
Healy.  Therefore,  depending  upon  their 
class  year,  students  may  attend  a year 
of  Portuguese  classes  al  The  Johns 
Hopkins  University  prior  lo  their  ar- 
rival in  Rio  de  Janeiro  in  August.  Two 
of  the  students’  classes,  which  begin  a 
month  later,  will  be  taught  in  Portu- 
guese, although  books,  tests  and  as- 
signments will  be  in  EnglLsh,  said  Healy. 

The  second  new  exchange  pro- 
gram will  be  held  al  Rotterdam,  the 
Netherlands.  Like  the  Rio  dc  Janeiro 
program,  it  involves  an  exchange  of 
four  or  five  students.  According  to 
Healy,  Rotterdam  was  chosen  as  a study 
abroad  site  because  as  a port  city,  it  is 
one  of  Baltimore’s  “sister  cities.”  Sis- 
ter cities  Is  a “nationwide  program  that 


encourages  cultural,  economic  and  edu- 
cational exchange,”  said  Healy. 

In  August.  Loyola  sent  its  fifth 
group  ofsludenLs  lo  study  al  the  Catho- 
lic University  of  Leuven  in  Belgium, 
Slated  Healy.  The  full  year  program 
includes  two  round  trip  air  tickets,  travel 
within  Europe  and  thirty  credits  for  the 
cost  of  Loyola’s  luilion  and  room  and  a 
$700  fee. 

For  example,  this  summer 
Loyolaassembledalistofaboiit 
20  countries,  selecting  two 
study  abroad  programs  in 
each-one  for  the  School  of 
Business  and  one  for  the  School 
of  Arts  and  Sciences. 


Recently,  Loyola  spent  over  a 
million  and  a half  dollars  to  renovate  a 
convent  that  will  house  35  Loyola  stu- 
dents and  35  Belgian  and  international 
students.  The  renovations  were  neces- 
sary, said  Healy.  because  “the  former 
building  had  only  room  for  Loyola  stu- 
dents” and  therefore  “isolated”  them. 

On  May  26,  iwcniy-onc  Loyola 
students,  accompanied  by  Father  Frank 
Nash,  left  lor  onesemesier  of  study  at 
Assumption  University  in  Bangkok, 
Thailand.  The  Loyola  students  arc 
among  10,000  others  who  attend  the 
university.  For  the  cost  of  a .semester’s 
luilion  and  room,  plus  a $400  fee,  stu- 
dents will  earn  1 5 credits,  and  travel  on 
a ten  day  safari  and  to  Hong  Kong, 
added  Healy. 

According  lo  Healy,  the 
Bangkok  site  was  chosen  because 
Loyola  “wanted  a program  in  Asia, 
along  the  Pacific  rim”,  an  urea  of  eco- 
nomic and  businCsSS  opportunities. 

Study  abroad  in  Leuven  and 
B.ingkok  is  open  lo  all  students  of  all 
majors,  although  some  requirements 
must  be  met,  said  Healy.  Participants 


must  have  a 3.0  GPA  (although  those 
over  a 2.5  will  be  considered),  and  a 
satisfactory  discipline  record.  Further- 
more, the  study  abroad  program  must 
work  academically  for  the  student — 
that  is  meet  the  course  requirements  for 
his  or  her  major,  added  Healy. 

Informational  meetings  for  the 
Leuven  program  will  be  held  on  Octo- 
ber 1 and  2;  October  8 and  9 for  the 
Bangkok  program.  All  meetings  will 


necessary.’’  She  added,  that  it  would 
not  be  “carte  blanche  approval  to  make 
changes  but  lo  work  within  the  sys- 
tem.”

The  remaining  study  abroad 
opporiunilics  fall  under  Loyola’s  Con- 
tinental Program,  explained  Healy. 
Bccaasc  choosing  from  over  1 500  pro- 
grams available  worldwide  can  be  over- 
whelming, Loyola  has  taken  several 
steps  lo  simplify  the  process,  according 
to  Healy.  For  example,  this  summer 
Loyola  assembled  a list  of  about  20 
countries,  selecting  two  study  abroad

Dr.  Richard  Kcclirtg,  a faculty 
member  at  the  University  of  Virginia 
School  of  Medicine,  will  address  the 
concerns  ofthccollegc  community  with 
issues  such  as  racism,  media,  sexuality, 
and  HIV  on  Wednesday,  September 
23.  Keeling,  who  is  internationally  re- 
nowned, has  lectured  at  over  550  col- 
leges and  universities. 

Keeling’s  lecture,  which  will 
be  at  6 p.m.  in  McManus  Theater,  is 
open  to  all  students,  but  primarily  aimed 
at  freshmen.  Tim  Leary,  assistant  dean 
of  SiudcnLs.  explained  the  importance 
of  educating  the  first-year  college  stu- 


dent. He  said,  "Wc  don’t  know  a lot 
about  their  previous  education. ..Our 
intent  is  to  begin  to  educate."  The  lec- 
ture will  beoffered  as  part  of  lhc"Frcsh- 
man  Year  Experience,”  a one-credit 
class  open  to  all  freshmen. 

Leary  feels  that  Keeling  is  an 
excellent  choice  to  speak  because  ‘‘he 
stimulates  discussion.”  Jeanne 
Lombardi,  director  of  Student  Health 
and  Education  Services,  added  that  ‘‘he 
plants  the  seeds  of  awareness.” 

Keeling’s  multimedia  lecture 
will  be  followed  by  a discussion  on  the 
topics  covered.  This  discussion  will  be 
led  by  Leah  Vogelsong.  graduate  assis- 
tant for  the  Health  Education  and  Peer 


Programs.  The  panel  will  "lead  stu- 
dents to  talking  about  their  feelings,” 
said  Lombardi.

The  lecture  is  one  manifesta- 
tion of  Loyola’s  drive  to  educate  on 
AIDS.  October  has  been  named  AIDS 
Awareness  Month,  and  several  events 
are  in  the  planning  phase,  explained 
Lombardi.  According  to  Lombardi, 
events  include  a seminar  by  Alice 


Stcinback,  and  bringing  a piece  of  the 
famous  AIDS  quilt  to  campus. 

These  and  other  efforts  are  nec- 
e,s.sary  to  assure  awareness,  expressed 
Lombardi.  "This  is  a population  experi- 
menting— sexually  active — sometimes 
under  the  influence  of  alcohol,"  she 
added.  Lombardi  explained  that  stu- 
dents often  feel  immune  from  the  dan- 
gers of  AIDS.  ‘‘People  feel  ‘it  can’t 
happen  to  me,’"  she  said. 

"Wc  find  more  and  more  stu- 
dents at  risk  among  heterosexuals,”  said 
Leary.  He  hopes  the  Keeling  lecture 
and  other  such  events  will  encourage 
students  to  examine  the  political  envi- 
ronment surrounding  the  AIDS  issues 
and  join  groups  and  organization  to 


further  awareness.  “Misinformation 
canhuri  us,’’addcd  Leary. 

Lombardi  also  recognizes  the 
danger  of  misinformation  when  it 
comes  to  AIDS,  and  is  planning  the 
installation  of  a resource  room  at  (he 
Student  Health  Center  to  educate  stu- 
dents about  AIDS,  HiV  other  sexually 
transmitted  diseases,  and  other  issues 
that  concern  students  such  as  campus 
violence  and  rape.  The  room  would 
include  a monitor  and  VCR,  as  well  as 
films  and  literature  on  various  health 
topics.  The  resource  room  is  expected 
to  be  ready  by  the  end  of  October.  “It  is 
important  to  have  good  information  to 
make  informed  choices,”  staled 
Lombardi.

Jesuit  Residence 
renovations  to 
begin  this  week

Renovations  on  the  former 
Jesuit  Residence  will  begin  on 
Wednesday,  September  23.  Trailers 
have  been  set  up  near  the 
Hammerman  dormitory  lo  tempo- 
rarily house  the  offices  that  were 
previously  located  in  the  Jesuit  Resi- 
dence. 

According  to  George 
Cawsey,  director  of  Physical  Plant, 
the  construction  of  the  building  will 
cost  5.9  million  dollars  and  will  be 
ready  for  occupancy  in  the  ‘93  fall 
semester. 

A new  wing  will  be  attached 
10  the  existing  building  adding  an 
additional  25,000  square  feet  of  of- 
fices and  class  space,  explained 
Cawsey.  This  new  wing  will  consist 
of  an  estimated  180  faculty  and  ad- 
ministrative offices,  including  8 meet- 
ing rcK)ms  and  29  classrooms.  These 
new  offices  will  be  used  by  Admis- 
sions, Development,  Financial  Aid, 
the  Honors  Program.  Dean  of  Art 
and  Sciences,  Advising,  and  all  sec- 
tions of  (he  Humanities  department 
except  for  the  dcparimenis  of  Clas- 
sics and  Foreign  Languages  which 
will  remain  in  Maryland  Hall. 

Vice-President  of  Adminis- 
tration and  Finance  Paul  Melanson 
stated  that  many  of  (he  details  of  ihc 
new  bihkhng  have  not  heen  finalized 
and  it  has  not  been  determined 
whether  or  not  there  will  be  more 
offices  in  the  new  building  than  al- 
ready mentioned  or  if  the  depart- 
ments once  situated  in  the  old  Jesuit 
Residence  will  return  in  (he  fall.

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Fairness  of  appeal 
system  questioned 

There  is  a iradition  in  ihe  American  legal  syslem,  which  grew  out  of 
the  British  legal  sysiem.  where  the  accused  has  the  right  to  a fair  trial  by  an 
impartial  judge.  This  tradition  has  served  both  countries  and  countless  other 
nations  quite  well  throughout  the  years.  Smaller  judicial  systems  such  as 
those  at  universities,  have  followed  this  example,  and  the  system  has  worked 
equally  well. 

Loyola  apparently  is  an  exception. 

The  Judicial  process  here  is  an  example  of  a good  process  with  one 
glitch.  Unfortunately,  that  glitch  is  enough  to  hamper  the  re.si  of  the  sysiem. 
The  glitch  is  in  the  appeal  section  of  the  Judicial  Process.  Imagine  that  a 
student  has  been  involved  in  a fight.  The  student  defends  himself  at  the 
hearing  but  is  found  guilty  and  is  expelled.  The  student  can  then  appeal  the 
decision  in  which  case  the  Director  of  Student  Life  will  either  deny  the 
appeal  or  send  the  appeal  to  the  College  Board  on  Discipline.  The  College 
Board  on  Discipline  consists  of  five  faculty  members  and  three  students. 
Three  faculty  members  and  two  students  must  be  present  for  a quorum.  Here 
is  where  the  glitch  rears  its  ugly  head. 

The  first  problem  in  the  appeals  process  lies  in  members  of  the 
College  Board  on  Discipline  knowing  a student  involved  in  the  case.  If  any 
member  o/ihe  bcurd .knows  onc  of  the  students  involved  in  the  case,  they 
can  ask  to  be  removed  from  the  hearing.  As  long  as  three  faculty  members 
and  two  students  are  prc.scnl,  the  appeals  process  can  continue.  Even  if  onc 
of  the  members  of  Ihe  board  knows  an  involved  .student,  they  do  not  have  to 
remove  lhcmselvc.s  from  the  board.  Board  members  have  taken  a training 
course  which  teaches  them  impartiality,  but  the  question  is  how  effective 
can  one  course  be  in  changing  human  nature. 

If  someone  is  involved  in  an  accident  and  the  judge  in  their  trial  is  a 
relative  or  a friend,  the  judge  removes  himself  from  the  trial.  Judges  in  the 
U.S.  legal  system  realize  that  their  impartiality  is  affected  by  their 
knowledge  of  either  the  defendant  or  the  plaintiff.  These  arc  trained  judges 
and  we  are  expecting  students  and  teachers  at  a small  university  to  be  more 
qualified  and  impartial? 

The  second  problem  in  the  appeals  process  is  closely  related  to  Ihe 
first.  The  student  or  students  involved  in  the  appeal  have  ntt  right,  under 
Loyola's  system,  to  question  the  impartiality  of  anyone  on  the  hoard.  At  a 
school  as  small  and  closely  knit  as  Loyola,  the  chance  of  a student  knowing 
some  or  all  of  the  members  of  the  College  Board  on  Discipline  is  great.  The 
danger  of  a teacher  or  a student  being  on  a board  judging  a student  they  may 
have  just  had  a fight  with  is  small,  but  it  is  pre.scnl.  The  student  should  have 
the  right  to  ask  for  any  member  of  the  panel  to  be  removed  if  a question  of 
impartiality  is  raised. 

An  excellent  example  of  how  to  avoid  the  problem  would  be  to  use  a 
model  from  Ihe  U.S.  legal  system.  Instead  of  having  eight  permanent 
members  on  the  board  there  should  be  a body  of  eligible  members  who  can 
be  drawn  from  in  the  event  of  an  appeal.  There  could  be  eight  voting 
members  for  board  functions  other  than  appeals  , but  in  Ihe  case  of  an  appeal 
different  members  should  be  available  to  assure  impartiality.  These  changes 
will  remove  the  glitch  from  an  otherwise  excellent  system  and  ensure  a fair 
appeal  for  a very  important  legal  decision.

It  is 
likely,  then,  that  the  Rcpublicaas'  attempt  to 
represent  "family  values"  is  not  a genuine

It  is  the  Church 'sduly  loscc  to  it  that  these 
faces  are  made  clear.  The  only  way  to  do  that 
cfTeciively,  is  to  support  educaiioncampaigns 
such  as  Ihe  onc  being  launched  by  the  VOTE 
KNOW  coalition,  lb  fight  a political  battle, 
the  Church  mast  enter  the  political  sphere.  U 
cannot  sit  on  its  hand.s  and  do  nothing.  This  is

Photographs  by 
Frank  Rehak" 


Photography  captures  serenity  of  simple  situations

The  Loyola  College  An  Gallery  will 
be  showing  "Of  Work  and  Solitude;  Pholo- 
graphsbyFrank  Rehak”  from  September  11 10 
October 4, 1992.ThciiiIcsaysiiall- work  and 
solitude  Ls  exactly  what  the  artist  is  displaying 
in  the  collection  of  black  and  white  photo- 
graphs taken  in  his  home  town  of  Baliimurc 
and  abroad  in  Central  Europe.  "Our  unrelent- 
ing proximity  and  equally  strong  need  of  soli- 
tude .'ind  self  susiainmcnl  creates  a conflict  of 
awareness  and  emotions  that  never  fails  to 
power  my  picture  making,"  said  Rehak.  In  the 
exhibit  that  power  manifests  itself  quietly,  in 
what  Rehak  called  . .the  most  profound  of 
scenes  - the  ordinary  events  of  people's  lives," 
These  scenes  arc  piayciioutonsirecLs, 
play  grounds,  worksites,  and  hidden  cornersof 
buildings.  The  subjects  arc  usually  alone  or  in 
groups  ofiwo  or  three.  And  though  people  arc 
the  focAS,  they  rarely  lake  center  stage.  In- 
stead. they  seem  to  be  peripheral,  set  off  to  the 
edge. 

The  landscapes  that  fill  these  photo- 
graphs arc  linear.  Horizontal  streets,  benches 
and  trucks  converge  with  doorways,  signs  and 
shafts  of  sunlight  and  shadow,  making  fur 
interesting  studies  in  pcispcciivc. 

Rchak's  anisiic  pcrspcciivc,  he  said, 
is  "highly  political,"  although  they  "arc  noi 


issue  specific  depictions."  As  I viewed  the 
pictures  of  urban  life  and  workon  two  conii- 
ncnls,  I got  the  feeling  that  Rehak  was  trying 
to  make  a point,  but  it  was  not  implicit. 

For  example,  in  one  photograph,  a 
uniformed  African  American  school  girl 
stands  outdoors,  leaves  ai  her  feet.  Her  face 
is  hidden  in  shadows  bui  looks  wary,  as  id 
sensing  Ihe  camera's  eye  on  her.  Later  in  the

exhibit,  there  is  a similar  picture  taken  in 
Europe.  This  school  girl  .stands  outside  a 
weathered  door,  gazing  down  at  the  ground, 
as  if  bracing  heiself  for  something.  Both 
phoiograplLS  seem  to  suggest  they've  seen 
more  than  most  children  should. 

If  city  life  can  give  children  a sense 


of  belonging,  then  it  alienates  adults.  They're 
never  shown  inieracting.  but  instead  waiting 
silcnily.Inoncpiciurc,  three  pcoplcsiltingcvcnly 
spaced  out  on  a icnninal  bench.  They  could  be 
talking  to  each  other,  but  they  keep  to  them- 
selves. Another  pictures  a man  standing  alone 
with  a basketball  behind  his  back  with  the  court 
stretched  infinitely  beyond  him.  Anyone  who's 
ridden  a crowded  has  or  walked  a busy  street  at 
rush  hour  knows  the  impersonality,  the  anonym- 
ity Rehak  is  conveying 

All  this  solitude  may  sound  dull,  but  it 
is  not.  Although  there  were  a few  photographs 
■hat  did  noi  hold  any  aiicniion,  most  .seemed  to 
possess  a living  spim.  I could  hear  the  voices, 
footsieps.  cars  passing,  even  the  hash  surround- 
ing many  of  the  pictures.  My  imagination  WAS  set 
to  work  wondering  what  the  people's  lives  were 
like  when  they  were  not  in  the  .states  of  work  or 
solitude. 

Also,  many  of  the  pictures  have  a twi- 
light tranquility,  as  if  they  were  taken  around  4 
or.''  p.m.;  Rehak's  photos  exude  a quiet  dignity 
that  is  evident  even  in  the  facial  expressions  of 
his  subjects.  From  the  unexpected  grace  of  a 
window  washer  poised  lo  begin  lo  ihcshy,  smug 
faces  of  a young  European  couple,  it  b easy  to 
sense  his  love  of  people.  He  has  succeeded  in  his 
anisitcaim- to  communicate  (hisinphoiographs 
of  “Ihe  vibrant  humanity"  of  hb  Baltimore  and 
the  world  beyond.

Rocksiats.sueh  as  Vanessa 
Williams,  The  Soup  Dragons  and  Cinderella 
have  joined  handsandvoicesonihe  "Say  What 
U Warn"  compilaiion  album  to  fight  for  libeny 
and  justice  for  all.  Dave  Musiaine  of  Mega- 
dcaihwasMTV'scorTe.spondeniaiihc  Demo- 
cratic convention  and  he  was  quoted  by  MTV-

That  means  a large  pro- 
portion of  the  27  million  young  adults  in  this 
country  stayed  home.  And  they  must  have  been 
watching  MTV. 

But,  don't  despair,  Ihe  rest  of  the 
population,  including  mom  and  dad  and  the 
grandparents  didn't  clean  up  after  the  younr

siets  either.  A third  of  those  eligible  actually 
icgisiercd  and  only  half  of  those  showed  up  to 
make  a choice.  SIGH.  Voting  just  bn'iwhal  it 
used  lo  be.  The  past  three  decades  have  shown 
asieadydcclincin  voter  turnout  and  downward 
slide  hit  rock-bottom  in  1988. 

Why  aren't  young  adults  inicresicd  in 
voting?  b it  because  politics  do  not  afTcci  our 
daily  lives?  b it  because  the  Iasi,  oh  say,  five 
prcsidcnbhavcbccncilhcrscandalousorincr- 
fcciual?  Or  b it  because  there's  a U2  Video 
Rock  Block  coming  up  within  Ihe  next  hour? 

"Young  people  have  other  fish  lo  fry, 
"says  Dr.  Donald  Wolfe  of  Loyola's  political 
science  dcpafimcni,“'ntey  are  thinking  about 


thcircducaiion,jobsLaius  and  marriage."  How- 
ever, college  siudcnus  are  more  likely  to  vote 
than  those  with  less  schooling.  Education 
helps  contribute  to  one's  sense  of  efficacy, 
according  to  Dr.  Wolfe.  Those  with  a high 
sense  of  cfficucy  feel  mote  in  control  of  their 
own  lives,  consequently  they  feel  when  they 
cast  a vole  for  one  candidalcor  another,  their 
opinion  matters.  "It  takes  a while  for  a young 
adult  to  crash  the  barrier,  but  generally  by  the 
lime  a person  is  in  their  30's  they  feel  the 
impact  of  politics  on  Ihcir  everyday  lives," 
says  Dr,  Wolfe,  "People  vote  because  they 
feel  it  biheir  civic  duly  and  because  they  want 
their  voice  to  be  heard." 


During  the  60’s  college  students 
were  screaming  oui  their  radical  political 
opinions.  Somcofourparcnis  marched  against 
the  war  in  Vietnam.  Others  joined  the  Civil 
Righb  Movement.  A few  of  our  mothers 
evenbumed  their  bras.  What  happened  to  us? 
Sure,  we  arc  aware  of  social  issues.  Environ- 
mental. feminist,  racial  and  homelessness 
issues  arc  on  the  minds  of  young  people 
across  the  nation.  Who  wasn't  dbiurbcd  by 
Ihe  ncarovcnumingofRoc  vs,  Wade  by  the 
Supreme  Court  orthc  riots  in  Lcs  Angelts?  - 
So.  why  doesn't  the  fact  that  only  a lew  of  us 
arc  actually  going  to  Ihe  polls  equally  upset

Students  Spend  Summer  Serving  Community

For  the  first  lime  at  Loyola, students  were 
given  the  unique  opponuniiy  to  do  community 
service  during  the  .summer.  The  Summer  Ser- 
vice Program  allowed  sixteen  Loyola  students 
and  one  student  from  the  College  of  Notre 
Dame  to  immerse  themselves  in  community 
service  and  community  living  outside  of  ihc 
school  year. 

Beginning  at  the  end  of  May.  the 
siudcnt-s  started  with  an  urban  plunge  relreai 
weekend.  The  volunteers  learned  more  aboul 
the  homeless  condition  by  travelling  down- 
town on  the  bus  with  sleeping  bags  and  sleep- 
ing on  the  floor  of  achurchrcciory  inlhcciiy. 
That  wcckendsiudcnis  worked  at  asoupkitchen 
and  received  a tour  of  the  South  Baltimore 
Station,  a homeless  shelter  for  men.  This 
weekend  not  only  began  the  experience  of 
serving,  but  brought  the  volunteers  together 
with  one  another  so  they  could  form  acommu- 
niiy.  "The  weekend  provided  the  opportunity 
for  us  to  form  Ihc  community  that  we  would 
rely  on  for  Ihc  rest  of  Ihe  summer."  reflecied 
junior,  Jettn  Eller. 

Immediately  following  the  rcirciil, 
students  began  their  service  progtanu.  Mtlun- 
Iccrs  were  required  lodo20-30hounsofserviec 
each  week.  The  summer  program  focussed 
primarilyonrivcdifrcrcniservicc sites.  Rachel 
Farina  from  ihc  Collegcof  Notre  Dame  volun- 


teered at  Beaus  and  Bread,  a soup  kitchen  In 
East  Baltimore.  Her  duties  included  every- 
thing from  doing  dishes  to  sorting  the  moil. 
Bnan  McGtxhan  worked  as  a eampcounsclor 
at  St.  Vincent  de  Paul  Summer  Camp,  a camp 
for  economically  disadvantaged  children  in 
Baltimore. 

Senior,  Andrea  Poggi  was  placed  ai 
the  Kennedy-Krieger  laslilulc,  where  shchad 
volunteered  during  Ihe  school  year.  Sheworked 
in  ihcplayroomwiihinpaiicni  children  whoarc 
recovering  from  head  injuries,  or  other  physi- 
cal disabilities,  “During  the  summer,  I was 
able  to  spend  more  hours  them  attd  build  rela- 
tionships with  ihcchildrcn  and  therapists.  You 
really  gel  to  feel  a part  of  ihe  experience," 
staled  Andrea.  Another  service  site  was  the 
South  Baltimore  Youth  Center  where  volun- 
teer Erie  Moller  worked  with  the  kids  In  the 
area.  Activities  included  softhiillgamcs  agairui 
the  Loyola  volunteers,  and  other  projccu  lo 
help  keep  the  kids  off  the  streets, 

Thcolhenhiriecn  volunteers  worked 
for  the  Choice  Jobs  Program.  This  program 
gaveinner-eily  icenugers,  ages  14-1 7,  a chance 
at  summer  cmploymcni.  The  Choice  youth 
sold  fruit  shakes  nl  Orioles  Park  at  Camden 
Yards,  while  Ihc  Loyola  siudenls  supervised. 
The  supervisore  were  respon-siblc  lor  on-site 
iraining.suppori,  and  assistance,  providing  team 
work  and  job  skills  development.  Ouuslde  of 
Camden  Yards  the  Loyola  students  brought  ihc 


Choice  kids  to  Loyola  once  a week  for  career 
development  cIasscs. 

Besides  doing  community  service, 
communily  living  was  also  emphasized  for 
the  Loyola  volunlccrs.  \Veekly  reflection 
meetings  were  one  way  the  sludent-s  shared 
their  cxpcnenccs.  "Though  I've  been  in- 
volved In  communily  service  since  freshman 
year,  ihis  summer  gave  me  an  opportunity  to 
meet  people  I probably  would  have  never  met 
at  Loyola,  because  it  brought  together  people 
from  diffcrenl  majors,  diffcrenl  years,  and 
difTerent  backgrounds,  but  we  all  had  ihc 
desire  to  devote  our  summer  to  service,"  said 
Jenn  Eller. 

The  summer  program  allowed  stu- 
dents to  dedicate  ihcin$clve.s  to  service. One 
voluniecr  stated,  "Without  Ihc  pressure  of 
school  work  I was  able  lo  devote  more  of  my 
time,  heart  and  mindloservicc."  ErinSwc/cy. 
Coordinator  of  Communily  Service  .stated. 
"The  feedback  was  that  it  was  a very  sniisfy- 
ing  and  rewarding  cxpcncncc.  Having  ser- 
vice os  a primary  focus,  and  ihc  quaniiiy  and 
quality  of  the  time  given  to  the  service  really 
made  il  it  very  rewarding." 

Loyola  is  planning  on  offering  the 
Slimmer  Service  Program  again  next  sum- 
mer. It  IS  open  lo  .sophomores,  junioib  and 
seniors.  Ms.  Swc/cy  Ls  eager  fur  Ihe  new 
program  and  hopes  for  a great  turnout  of 
siudcnLs  that  want  to  serve  for  the  summer.

Leigh).  The  iwosinglcyoung  women  immedi- 
ately hit  iioff-  exchanging  housewarming  pre- 
sents, shopping  together,  andsnapping'Taraily 
ponraiis''of  ihemselvcs  with  ihcirnew  puppy. 

Although  they  (who  arc  cssemially 
opposites)  complement  each  other  well,  one 
senses  from  the  beginning  that  Hedy  is  not 
cveryihingshe  would  have  Allic  believe.  The 
audience  catches  Hedy  telling  lies,  erasing 
phone  messages,  and  hiding  mail.  She  also 
seems  to  be  irying  a liiile  loo  hard  to  gel  close 
to  her  new  roomie. 

Allic  is  nice  enough  to  her  new  friend 
, who  serves  lo  keep  her  company  in  Sam’s 
absence.  However,  Sam  soon  comes  back  fo*< 
predictable  reunion  complete  with  an  engage 


mem  ring  and  Allic  no  longer  needs  a friend  or 
a roommate.  Hedy  just  can't  let  go  or  take  a 
him.  So  she  slicks  around  becoming  weirder 
and  weirder  by  the  moment.  She  buys  clothes 
identical  to  AJlie's,  gets  the  same  dye-job  and 
hairdo,  and  in  one  of  the  film'.s  most  dramaiic 
moments,  tricks  Sam  into  believing  she  is  in- 
deed Allic. 

The  violence  begins  when  ihc  un- 
stable Hedy  clings  to  Allic,  whoshcscesas  the 
replacement  for  her  dead  identical  twin.  Hedy's 
twin  tragically  died  in  an  accident  when  they 
were  children,  but  Hedy  blames  herself.  Con- 
sequently, Hedy  develops  a borderline  pcison- 
alily  disorder,  which  means  she  cannot  feel 
complete  unless  she  has  Ihc  love  and  approval 
of  another.  If  denied  that  love  borderlines  are 
known  to  go  to  desperate  measures  to  gain 
affection.  And  Hedy  surely  does... 

The  scariest  pan  of  the  movie  is  the 
reality  that  one  really  can’t  trust  anyone  in  this 
dayandage.  Hedy  would  be  the  last  personone 
would  cxpeci  to  be  a psycho  killer. 

The  movie  has  some  really  riveting 

action 


scenes.  Who  would  have  guessed  that  a sii- 
Icilo  heel  would  become  a munJer  weapon? 
The  shocking  violence  kept  me  on  the  edge  of 
my  seat  with  my  hands  over  my  eyes. 

However,  ihcthingilikcdmosiaboul 
the  movie  was  (hat  somewhere  between  the 
blood  and  gore,  it  raised  some  very  relevant 
womcn’sissucs.  Forcxample.ihcreisa  rather 
explicit  ponrayal  of  sexual  harassment  in  ihc 
workplace.  Along  with  the  account  of  AJlie’s 
unfonunaic  experience  with  her  roommate, 
this  makes  a statement  about  being  a woman 
on  her  own  in  today's  society—  ii  can  be  very 
dangerous  at  times! 

Aside  from  these  feminist  issues,  the 
moviealso  hada  humanside.  The  underlying 
story  was  one  of  friendship,  tragedy,  and  as 
Fonda  lelLs  us  at  the  end  of  the  film— forgive- 
ness. 

Evenonasupcfficial  level  this  movie 
leaches  a valuable  lesson.  Simply,  think  twice 
before  advertising  for  a roommate  in  the 
classifieds—  you  too  may  end  up  with  the 
roommate  from  Hell!

Ministry  - Psalm  69 

Often  damned  to  the  increasingly 
vague  coicgory  of  ■.•industrial.’’  Ministry,  on 

ihcirlaiesi  album  Psalm  69(fulliiiilc-Thc  Way 
TbSucceed  and  the  Way  Tb  Suck  Eggs),  proves 
that  the  classification  docs  them  little  justice. 

Part  Melaliica,  pan  Einsieurzendc 
Neubauien,  and  part  Public  Enemy,  Ministry, 
under  brainchild  Al  Jourgensen,  conjures  up 
on  Psalm  a musical  style  Jourgensen  calls 
'■aggro''(ihal‘sangry,agilaied,andaggressivc). 
Chainsaw  guitars,  growled  vocals,  and  lung 
shaking  percussion  stalk  and  haunt  the  listener 
ihroughoul  an  album  which  is  at  times  irriiaiing 
(eight  and  a half  minutes  of  the  plodding  and 
monotonous  "Scarecrow"),  always  loud  (at 
any  volume),  but  ultimately  provocative. 

Ministry's  ailiiude  is  conveyed,  not 
through  lyric.s  (they  are  almost  entirely 
unintelligible),  but  through  complex  and  horrific 
soundscapes  of  noise.  By  sampling  church 
choirs  and  televangelists  ("Psalm  69”).  nazi- 
like  rallies  ("Hero"),  dragster  engines  ("Jesus 
Built  My  Hotrod"),  or  George  Bush 
("N.W.O."),  and  mixing  it  with  the  onslaught 
of  drums  and  guitars,  Jourgensen  casts  layer 
upon  layer  of  sounds  in  the  same  way  Clive 
Barkcrwcave.s  together  icrrifyingimagcs.The 
cumulative  cffccl  of  this  musical  collage  is  a

Punk  rock,  the  Sex  Pislols,  and 
New  Wive  could  not  have  happened  without 
them.  More  recently,  mosiof  thenow  heralded 
Seaiilcbands  (c.spceially  Nirvana)owc  much 
of  their  success  to  the  Ramones.  All  of  these

I had  that 
feeling  even  before  I opened  the  CD  case.  The 
album  arrived  with  a big,  flashy  pres.s  release 
which  proclaimed  that  this  the  best  Ramones’ 
album  ever.  Inside  ihc  press  release,  all  the 
membets  tell  what  a joy  ihealbum  was  to  moke, 
and  how  new  bassist  CJ.  fit  right  in.  (boo-hoo,
